I am familiar ifith the other works you mention iiavinj read. They are unoriginal, dated, 
seriously flawed or not worthy of serious consideration, depending upon the work, 

however, it is possible that 1 have overlookea some thin^in this early work, my 
second, tiiat I failed to mention certain pertinent facta, an-i tiiat to date I have not 
caught up wita tiiem, however, if you liave in ijind what you liave learned from the books 
you cite, tiiis is not likely to be true and wliat they present as "facts" may appear to be 
because they are persuasively presented rather than because they are really facts. 

If what you say you liave is indeed factual and unlaiwon to me, I would welcome it. If 

as is usually tlie case, it is a vej-sion of vihat has apiieared in other writing, it would 

waste time i do not have to spare and your om. From your ellipsis it is impossible for 

me to form an opinion.
